At this time, when the beſt parts of the Chriſtian World are 
up in arms—it cannot be an unwelcome intelligence, to be in- 
formed of the good intentions of a Mahomedan. 


The Emperor of Morocco entertains the moſt ſublime regard 
for the Imperial Fraternity. His Barbary Highneſs admires 
His Couſin England's munificence. He venerates his Couſin 
Germans: and eſpecially reſpects the Dutch. He forgets not 
the Dane, and Swede—He laments, as much as any Penſioner 
upon the Britiſh or Iriſh Civil Liſts, the neceſſities of theſe ſtates, 
which call ſo loud for a Fer and make N ro an Ju for 
Oeconomy.

I found, in one corner, carefully folded in a Morocco ſkin, 
the original of the following epiſtle, written by Hamet the Moor 
in choice Arabic: there were, beſides—a familiar letter from the 
Emperor's Valet de Chambre to Hamet—charging him with ſome 
trifling commiſſions; and -an indigeſted plan of a middle-aged 

Mufti “ for the propagation. of the Mahomedan religion.” Alf 
there were (as I think there was) a manifeſt breach of truſt in 
this gratification of curioſity—1 hope that your Lordfhips, &c. 
will; when J apprize you, that I was actuated by a patriotic fi- 
mulus, not only forgive the commencement of this. tranſaction in 
infidelity, but the termination of it in robbery. Hamet never 
ſaw his papers.,again, till I (being well acquainted with the 
Arabic) had tranſlated the Epiſtle ; when I return'd it, and the 
Moor has ſince diſpatched it, by a Polacre of Raguſa, to Gi-

The articles of the commiſſion were. 1. Half a | hogſhead 
of tobacco—2.

A receipt for 
minced pies—7. A ſcore of braſs dog-collars—And laſtly, Two 
boxes of Scotch pills. I defired much to collect from Hamet, 
whether all, or any of theſe: articles were to be conſigned to 
Royalty? —I gueſſed, from the green velvet, and the Scotch 
pills, that they were certainly for the Emperor: knowing the 
almoſt- ſacred reſervation of that colour—and the coſtiveneſs of 
the Monarch! 


I will unfold to your Lordſhips, and your Excellencies my 
reaſon: for enquiry. It was, that, if the Emperor's heart were 
ſet upon receiving theſe triffling articles—it would not be im- 
probable, but that a Diſappointment of Imperial Whim, might 
eventually leave his Britannic Mae $ — at Gibealtar Gli 
tute of freſh proviſions. 


The plan of the eadddle-iged Mufti is now in Arabic manu- 
ſcript at my bookſeller's. Tis chiefly upon the implied exhor- 
tation of this plan, that I have thought fit to addreſs Perſonages 
of your-exalted: deſcription.”

Hence 1s it, he. conceives, that the Femality of 
Heaven would, if cultur'd by Northern Eloquence, ſoon gain 
a delicious credit, which would infallibly put any medeſt and 
inoffenſive Deacon out of countenance.

Your Lordſhips, Vour Excellencies, and Vour Honours, being 
ſo inti mately connected with the temporal felicity of theſe king- 
doms, as well as the ſpiritual relations of Chriſtians, will, I am
